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STATEMENT OF OBJECIS AND REASONS 
Articles 81 and 170 lay dowu the niavimum number of seats in Parlament 
and in the Legislative Assemblies of States , and also certain principles to be 
followed in allocuting seats in the Ilouse of the People arnoug the States and 
in the State Legislative Assemblies , but have left the actual allocation of such 
souts to be provided by law . Article 171 of tlie Constitution lays down the 
maximum ad ininimum number of seats in the Legislative Council of & Stato , 
and also specifies the various methods in which such seats shall be filled , but 
the actual number of seats to be filled by eaclı such method llas heon left to 
be provided by luw . The Bill seeks to provide for the allocation of seats in 
thy HIOTS of the People ind in the Legislutive Issemblies and Logislative 
Councils of Statos . 

In allotting seats in the House of the People to the different States and in 
fixing the total number of seats in the Legislative Assernblies of different States, 
the preshut population of ench State as on 1st March , 1930), estimatod in con 
sultation with the Census Commissioner for India , has been taken into account. 

The Bill also seeks to confer on the President the powers to delimit, after 
consultation with the Election Commission , the various constituencies for the 
purpose of elections to fill seats in the House of the People and in the Legis 
lative Assemblies and Legislative Councils of States . It further provides for 
the registration of electors for the Parliumentury constituencies and for the 
Assembly and Council constitucncies , and the qualifications and disqualifications 
for such registration , A special provision has been included for relentiou of 
the residenco qualification in the case of displaced persons who migrated before 
the 25th day of July , 1949 to India from the territory of Pakistan Provisions 
bave been made for the preparation of electoral rolls , the period of currency of 
such rolls , and the revision and correction of such rolls during such period in 
special cases . 

Certain action was already taken by the Constituent Asseinblo Secretariat 
for the preparation of the electoral rolls for elections to the House of the People 
and the Legislative Assemblies of the States . A provision has accordingly been 
Included in the Bill for the validation of such acts.

Notes on Clauses 


Clause 3 and the Hirst Schedule .-- These prescribe the total number of seats 
in the House of the People allotted to cach State . The allocation shown in the 
First Schedule has been made on the basis of one seat for every 7. 2 lakhs of the 
estimated total population of each State as on the 1st March , 1050 . 

Clause 4 . - The seats allotted to the State of Jammu and Kashmir and the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands are proposed to be Alled by nomination by the 
President. All the seats allotted to the other States under clause 3 will be 
filled by direct election . 

Clausen and the Second Schedule -- These fix in regard to each Part A State 
and Part B State the total numbor of seats in the Legislative Assembly of the 
State to be filled by direct election . This does not include the number of 
members , if any, that may be nominated under Articlo 399 of the Constitution 
for securing the representation of the Anglo - Indian community . The total 
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nunbe , of seats in the Legislativa insembly of each State hus i cen fixestils un 
integrul multiple of the number of seats illotted to that State in the House 
of the Poople . This will facilitate the delimitation of constituencies , the 
appointment of Electoral Registrntion Officers and, generally , the simultaneous 
holding of elections in Parliamentary and Assembly constituencies . 


Mause 20 . - -Uncler this clause A person will be deemnod to be ordinarily 
resident in a constituency if he ordinarily resides in that constituency , or owns, 
or s in possessiou of, a dwelling house in that constituency . Sub - clause s (8 ) , (4 ) 
and (5 ) will enable members of the Armed Forces and their wives living with 
them to be regarded as ordinarily resident during the qualifying period in the 
constituency in which but for their service they would have been ordinarily 
resident. A special provision has also been included for the rela \ation of the 
les dence qu» lification in the case of displaced persons who migrated from the 
territory of Pakistan into the territory of India before the 25th July , 1949 . 
( Persons who migrated after that date could 110t have become citizens of India 
under article of the Constitution , and would not , therefore , be iegistruble in 
any constituency .) 


Clause 21 - As really approved by the Constitucnt Assembly on the 8th 
January 1949 , the 1st January , 1949, and the rear ending on the 31s1 Mareli , 
1918 , have , respectively , leen fixed as the qualifying dutc and the qunlifsing 
period for preparing the first elertoral rolls . In the case of subsequent rolls , 
tlie 1st day of March of the year in which the roll is prepared anl the varr 
immediately prireding that rear bare , iespertivoly , been proposed as the quali 
fying date and the qualifying period . The 1st day of March 6 considered suit 
able for the qualifying date , since it is the reference date for the census , and 
it will accordingly he easy to determine the age of any person on that date 
from census records . 


Clause 23 .-- In odor that the electoral rolls may be kept up -to - date , rro 
vision is made in this clausc for the preparation of electoral rolls every ycar in 
the prescribed mapner . This will normally be done by incorporating necessary 
additions, omissions and alterations in the previous yeur s rolls and republishing 
them . 


The following Bills were introduced in l’arliament on the 17th April, 1950 . 


Bill No. 36 OF 1950 . 


A Bill to regulate the use of the words “ Kladdarl and " Khali" when applied 

as a trade description of woven materials. 


BE it enacted by Parliament as follows : 


1 . Short title and extent. -- ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Khaddar ( Protec 
tion of Name) Act , 1950 . 


( 2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir . 


2 . The words " Khaddar " and " Khadi" to be trade description . - The worde 
" Khaddar " and " Khadi" whether in English or in any Indian language , wben 
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applied to any woveni material, shall be decined to be a trade description within 
the meaning of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act , 1889 ( TV of 1889), indicating 
that such material is cloth woven on handlooms in India from cotton , silk or 
woollen yarn hand - spun in India or from a mixture of any two or all of such 
yurns 


3. Repeal. — The Khuddn " (Nimo lioloction ) Act, 1994 (VIII of 1994 ), is 
hereby repealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 


The Khuddar (Name Protection ) Act, 1934 , wus enacted to prevent tle im 
proper use of the words " Khaddar " and " Khadi” , but its provisions were not 
effective to prevent the sale of spurious Khadi as genuine Khadi. The Act also 
did not cover genuine silk and woollen Khadi fabrics . 


2 . The object of the prosent Bill is to enlarge the existing definitions of 
" Khaddar " and " Khadi " to cover sills and woollen fabrics , incidentally extend 
ing the Act to the whole of India ( xcept Jammu and Kashmir. It is iniendod 
to follow up this law by law s passed by the Legislatures of the States providing 
for the licensing of deniers in Khadrair and Khadi and the prohibition of the sale 
of such materials , croept by licensed ilciler s om by den crs Yo ling certificates 
from the All Indir Spinners Association .

2 . Issue of Rs. 4 , 38 , 36 , 000 out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
Year 1950 - 81 . – From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may 
be paid and applied sums not exceeding those sperified in column & of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of four crores , thirty - eight 
lakhs and thirty -six thousand rupees towards defraying the several charges 
which will come in course of payment during the year ending on the 31st day 
of March , 1951 , in respect of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule . 

3 . Appropriation . - The bums authorised to be paid and applied from and 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for tho 
services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the year ending 
on the 31st day of March , 1951.
